(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject nnatter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains.

Claims 14-52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over either Meisner et al '649 or Meisner 
et al '012. Meisner et al '649 and IVIeisner et al '012 both disclose the reaction between 
lithium amide and lithium hydride to form hydrogen and lithium imide. (See col. 6, lines 
10-16 of Meisner et al '012, and Equation la in col. 4 of Meisner et al '649.) 

Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

Chen et al '126 and Chen et al'l 12 are made of record for disclosing hydrogen 
storage materials which contain nitrogen. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claims 1-13 are allowed since there is no teaching, disclosure or suggestion in 
either Meisner et al '012 or Meisner et al '649 to fornn a hydrogen storage composition 
having the specific formula as recited in claim 1 .
